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ADVANTAGES  IN  MUSIC 


State  Teachers  College,  through  its  school  of  music,  is 
now  offering  a  Bachelor  of  Music  degree  which  fully  conforms 
to  the  standards  of  the  Mississippi  State  Board  of  Education. 
Majors  are  available  in  piano,  voice,  violin,  and  violoncello. 
The  College  also  offers  for  prospective  supervisors  of  school 
music  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  with  music  education  as  a 
major. 

The  School  of  Music  is  under  the  direction  of  Professor 
Frank  Earl  Marsh,  Jr.,  an  outstanding  authority  in  school 
music.  Mr.  Marsh  is  a  graduate  of  the  New  England  Con- 
servatory of  Music,  Boston.  He  was  a  student  of  Pianoforte 
of  H.  S.  Wilder  and  Kurt  Fisher,  Boston ;  Senor  Alberto  Jonas 
and  Arthur  Newstead,  New  York  City;  Dr.  Adolf  Frey  and  Dr. 
Willipm  B.  Berwald,  Syracuse  University;  a  student  in  organ 
of  Dr.  Fi^ank  Still  Rogers,  Albany,  N.  Y. ;  Professor  Harry 
Leonard  Vibbard,  Syracuse  University ;  a  student  in  Com- 
rtosition  and  Conductini?,  of  Arthur  Shepherd  and  F.  Stuart 
Mason,  Boston ;  and  Dr.  William  B.  Berwald,  Syracuse  Uni- 
versity. 

Other  members  of  the  music  faculty  are:  Miss  Daisy 
E.  Hinkle,  A.B.,  Mus.  B..  M.A.,  Assistant  Professor  of  Public 
School  Music,  instructor  in  violoncello  and  supervisor  of  music 
in  the  Demonstration  School;  Mr.  A.  F.  Fugitt,  B.S.,  instructor 
of  Public  School  Music  and  wind  instruments ;  Miss  Blanche 
Loper.  A.B.,  Mus.  B.,  instructor  of  piano;  Miss  Mary  Theresa 
Poe,  Mus.  B.,  instructor;  Miss  Mattie  Sue  Tarry,  Mus.  G.,  in- 
structor; and  Miss  Lucile  Wachtel,  Mus.  G.,  instructor. 

Miss  Poe,  Miss  Tarry,  and  Miss  Wachtel  have  been 
added  to  the  faculty  since  the  close  of  the  1933-34  session. 

Miss  Poe  is  one  of  Mississippi's  outstanding  teachers  of 
pisno  and  composition.  She  will  instruct  in  piano,  counter- 
Doint  and  composition.  She  is  a  graduate  of  Davenport  Col- 
Jes-e,  and  has  studied  at  the  New  York  School  of  Music  and 
Arts,  the  College  of  Fine  Arts,  Syracuse  University,  and  at 
the  American  Conservatory  of  Music,  Chicago,  having  been 
a  pupil  of  such  outstanding  teachers  as  Arthur  Friedheim,  Dr. 
William  B.  Berwald,  Silvio  Scionti,  Helen  Ross,  Ellwood  Si. 
Roeder,  Harry  Vibbard,  Alexander  Pero,  and  Leo  Sowerby. 

Miss  Tarry,  instructor  of  violin,  is  a  graduate  of  the 
Cincinnati  Conservatory  of  Music  in  violin  under  Bernard 
Sturm  and  Jean  Ten  Have.  She  has  studied  at  the  Chicago 
Musical  College  under  Leon  Sametini  and  Leopold  Auer. 

Miss  Wachtel,  instructor  in  voice,  is  well  known  through- 
out America  as  an  opera  and  concert  artist,  having  had  three 
seasons  in  the  Chicago  Civic  Grand  Opera  House.  She  is  a 
graduate   of  the   Frances   Shimer   College   for   Girls,   of  the 
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University  of  Chicago ;  a  graduate  of  the  Chicago  Musical  Col- 
lege, and  a  post-graduate  student  of  the  Eastman  School  of 
Music,  University  of  Rochester.  Among  her  instructors  have 
been  Adolph  Muhlmann,  Dr.  Fery  Lulek,  Herman  Devries, 
Austin-Ball,  and  Vladimir  Rosing.

SPECIAL  MUSICAL  ATTRACTIONS 


State  Teachers  College  is  the  music  center  of  South 
Mississippi.  An  attractive  series  of  artists'  concerts,  pro- 
grams by  faculty  members  and  students,  and  a  Spring  Musical 
Festival  afford  an  opportunity  for  music  lovers  to  be  present 
at  many  musical  events  of  a  high  order. 

The  Spring  Music  Festival  is  an  annual  event  at  which 
musicians  of  the  School  of  Music  with  the  occassional  assist- 
ance of  other  soloists  present  some  great  musical  work.  Fes- 
tivals of  such  quality  are  seldom  held  outside  the  major  cities. 

Students  at  State  Teachers  College  have  unusually  good 
opportunities  for  self-expression  in  various  forms  of  music. 
The  School  of  Music  maintains  several  different  ensemble  or- 
ganizations, membership  in  which  is  open  to  all  college  stu- 
dents. In  them  one  may  become  acquainted  with  musical 
masterpieces,  and  may  also  partake  of  the  spirit  and  feeling 
of  creative  artistic  activity. 

The  Little  Symphony  Orchestra  offers  experience  and 
routine  necessary  for  the  development  of  an  efficient  orchestra 
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player.     A  formal  concert  by  the  orchestra  is  a  prominent 
feature  of  the  Music  Festival. 

The  Hattiesburg  Choral  Union  is  a  mixed  chorus  of 
over  one  hundred  and  fifty  voices,  selected  from  the  college 
and  town.  Weekly  rehearsals  are  held  under  the  guidance  of 
Professor  Marsh,  and  the  Choral  Union  presents  programs  of 
the  highest  type  of  choral  composition. 

The  State  Teachers  College  Vesper  Choir  is  composed 
of  forty-eight  mixed  voices,  selected  on  the  basis  of  rigid  tests 
in  voice  production,  intonation,  and  musicianship.  Represen- 
tative compositions  of  the  classic  writers,  of  the  Russian 
School,  and  of  the  modern  masters  of  choral  writing  are  studied 
and  prepared  for  public  performance.  The  choir  rehearses 
weekly  and  strives  to  attain  the  highest  standards  of  accom- 
plishment. Conducted  by  Professor  Marsh,  the  choir  visits 
the  principal  cities  of  Mississippi  and  nearby  states  in  a  series 
of  public  concerts  during  National  Music  Week.  The  Choir 
plans  to  accept  the  invitation  of  the  President  of  the  National 
Federation  of  Music  Clubs  to  sins;  at  their  biennial  meeting  to 
be  held  in  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  next  April.  The  work 
of  the  choir  has  received  high  praise  from  the  music  critics. 

A  Concert  Band  is  maintained  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Audie  F.  Fugitt.  Systematic  rehearsals  and  concerts  are 
held,  with  academic  credit  for  satisfactory  work. 


THE  CONCERT  AND  LECTURE  COURSE 

In  the  past  the  State  Teachers  College  Concert  and 
Lecture  Course  has  brought  to  students  of  the  College  an  op- 
portunity to  hear  many  of  the  world's  great.  The  same  high 
standard  that  has  characterized  these  courses  in  the  past  will 
be  maintained  for  1934-35.
